"We will' 
s&nt off interference with witnesses," 
said Assistant Attorney General Pagin,

The shooting of Roche occurred in the 
Broadway theater district when' it was 
crowded with thousands of persons 
going home from the play houses. It 
is said to bave resulted from a quarrel 
over .a woman. The man who fired 
the shot disappeared . put the police 
arrested Felton a few hours later, and 
when they took him before Roche, who 
was dying in a hospital, the latter 
Identified him as hie assailant The 
scene in the hospital when the identi- 
fication was Biade was a dramatic one; 
"You shot me, Frank, but I don't blame 
you," said Roche. "I'd have done the 
same to yon. Won't you shake 
hands?" Felton turned on his heel 
and walked away with the officers 
without a word. Roche died a few 
hours later.

son Faculty Sees No Backset for 


Granville College.

Granville O., March 31.—"The loss 


by fire Thursday is a severe blow. The 
building, the gift of Mr. E. J. Barney 
of Dayton, was adequately insured, but 
there was much in the contents that 
no possible insurance could cover.

founded which has been steadily grow- 
ing ever since, and which had its equal 
to but few, \l any of the smaller col 
leges In the country. It was especially 
rich In complete series of the scientific 
publications of univerbities and learn- 
ed societies, not only of this country 
but of all civilized countries in the 
world. It will take a good many thou- 
sands of dollars to equip another li- 
brary which can compare with it in 
working value. 


"The private scientific library of 


Professor C. L. Herrick was also burn- 
ed. After his death it had been ship- 
ped to Granvllle in the hope that 
funds could be raised to purchase it 
for the university, as a memorial to 
him, 
and a committee was at 
work 


securing funds to that end. 


Another severe loss was the physi- 


cal apparatus, manuscripts, etc , of Pro 
fessor C. W. Chamberlain the inven 
tor of the Compound Interferometer, 
one of the most important devices ever 
wrought out of the solution, of cer 
tain problems in physics requiring ex- 
treme accuracy of measurement. Pro- 
fessor C J Herrick, of the zoological 
department, was also a heavey suffer- 
er. The geological material was most- 
ly saved before the fire reached it. 


"Denison has justly earned a high 


position in the educational field and 
we cannot believe that this blow will' 
be allowed to cripple her work for any 
long time 
She has powerful friends 


who know of her need and who will 
see to it'that her scientific work shall 
arise from this temporary prostration 
in better shape than before 
The fact 


that the fire broke out in one of the 
chemical laboratories is a strong sug- 
gestion -that the chemical department 
should have a building by itself 
To 


anyone who knows the spirit of 
he 


Granville institution it is necessary 
to say that the scientfic work of the 
spring term will go right on, making 
the utmost of such facilities as are 
left, or can be Immediately secured 
and taking the disadvantages of the 
situation in a cheerful way.". 


The Granville Times says in its ed- 


itorial columns: 


"Nearly seventy five years 
ago 


when the original building of the col- 
lege was scarcelv more than completed 
and put into service, it was burned to 
the ground. The board had nothing 
left but the old college farm, but they 
were not quitters. They went to worl? 
more bravely than fcefore and repaired 
the loss You can burn down a college 
building, but you cannot burn down a 
college than has any real reason for 
lining. Denison belong ago showed 
that it has such a Reason It has met 
a temporary set-back of great severity, 
but it will not be Idng until the old 
institution will be marching 
along 


with better equipment than ever be- 
fore. 
The spring term will open as 


usual with studefiiP and faculty all 
courageously at wftrj^ hulking the dis- 
advantages just as light as energy and 
good cheer can make them There are 
no "quitters" about old Denison."
